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Planned Parenthood pic ks Chinese-bom doc toras new leader

NEW YORK (AP) — A Chi¬ 
nese immigrant who fled 
her native country when 
she was 8 was named 
Wednesday as Planned 
Parenthood's new presi¬ 
dent, the first doc to rto hold 
the post in five decades 
Dr. Leana Wen will assume 
the role Nov. 12, six days 
after midterm elections 
in which Planned Parent¬ 
hood's political wing plans 
to spend $20 million on 
behalf of candidates who 
support abortion rights. 
Wen, who has been Bal¬ 
timore's health commis¬ 
sioner for since 2014, will be 
Planned Parenthood's sixth 
president over a century of 
work providing millions of 
Americans with birth con¬ 
trol, sex education and 
medical screenings.

The organization also is the 
largest provider of abor¬ 
tions in the U.S., making it 
a perennial target for anti¬ 
abortion activists. In recent 
years, its foes have been 
striving — thus far unsuc¬ 
cessfully — to halt the flow 
of federal funds that help 
Planned Parenthood pro¬ 
vide some of its non-abor¬ 
tion services. 

Wen succeedsCecile Rich¬ 
ards, who had been presi¬ 
dent since 2006 before re¬ 
signing earlier this year. 
Under Richards' leadership, 
Planned Parenthood has 
been at odds with con¬ 
gressional Republicansand 
President Donald Trump on 
numerous fronts, most re¬ 
cently joining the intense 
opposition to Trump's Su¬ 
preme Court nominee, 
Brett Kavanaugh. Abortion- 
rights advocates fear that 
Kavanaugh will tilt the high 
court to the right, possibly 
opening the way for rul¬ 
ings that would reverse or 
weaken the 1973 Roe v. 
Wade decision that estab¬ 
lished a nationwide right for 
women to have abortions. 
Wen and her family fled 
from China just before her 


8th birthday, were granted 
political asylum in the U.S. 
and became U.S. citizens 
in 2003. Wen graduated 
summa cum laude from 
California State University, 
Los Angeles and earned 
her medical degree from 
Washington University 
School of Medicine before 
becoming a Rhodes Schol¬ 
ar. Early in her tenure as 
Baltimore's health commis¬ 
sioner, she provided strong 
leadership as the city was 
wracked by violent protests 
related to disputed police 
actions She expanded 
trauma and mental health 
services, and secured fund¬ 
ing fora program designed 
to treat gun violence as a 
contagiousdisease. 

Wen said she was proud 
of her accomplishments in 
Baltimore — including re¬ 
ducing infant mortality to 
record lows and providing 
eyeglasses for all children 
who needed them. But she 
said she could not resist the 
new job offer. 

"For more than 100 years, 
no organization has done 
more for women's health 
than Planned Parenthood," 
Wen said. "As a doctor, I 
will ensure we continue 
to provide high-quality 
health care, including the 
full range of reproductive 
care and will fight with ev¬ 
erything I have to protect 
the access of millions of pa¬ 
tients who rely on Planned 
Parenthood." 

Rep. Elijah Cummings, a 
Democratic congressman 
from Baltimore, praised 
the appointment, saying 
of Wen, 'When it comes to 
protecting her patients, she 
doesn't back down from a 
fight" 

With Wen's encourage¬ 
ment, Baltimore sued the 
Trump administration for 
cutting fundsforteen preg¬ 
nancy prevention. A fed¬ 
eral judge subsequently or¬ 
dered the restoration of $5 
million in grant funding to 
two Baltimore-based pre¬ 
vention programs^

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Donald Trump 
signed an executive order 
Wednesday authorizing 
sanctions against foreign¬ 
ers who meddle in U.S. 
elections, acting amid criti¬ 
cism that he has not taken 
election security seriously 
enough. 

"We felt it wasimportantto 
demonstrate the president 
hastaken command ofthis 
issue, thatit'ssomething he 
cares deeply about — that 
the integrity of our elec¬ 
tions and our constitutional 
process are a high priority 
to him," said national secu¬ 
rity adviserj ohn Bolton. 

In the order, the president 
declared a national emer¬ 
gency, an action required 
under sanctions author¬ 
ity, to deal with the threat 
of foreign meddling in U.S. 
elections. 

The ordercallsforsanction- 
ing any individual, compa¬ 
ny orcountry that interferes 
with campaign infrastruc¬ 
ture, such as voter regis¬ 
tration databases, voting 
machines and equipment 
used fortabulating ortrans- 
mitting results. It a Iso autho¬ 
rizes sanctions for engag¬ 
ing in covert, fraudulent or 
deceptive activities, such 
as distributing disinforma¬ 
tion or propaganda, to in¬ 
fluence or undermine con¬ 
fidence in U.S. elections. 

It requires the national in¬ 
telligence directorto make 
regular assessments about 
foreign interference and 
asksthe Homeland Security 
and Justice departments 
to submit reports on med¬ 
dling in campaign-related 
infrastructure. It also lays 
out how the Treasury and 
State departments will rec¬ 
ommend what sanctions 
to impose. 

With the midterm elections 
now two months a way, Na¬ 
tional Intelligence Director 
Dan Coats said the U.S. is 
not currently seeing the in¬ 
tensity of Russian interven¬ 
tion that was experienced 
in 2016, but he didn't rule it 
out. He said the U.S. is a Iso 
worried about the cyber 
activities of China, North 
Korea and Iran. 

Coats said Trump's order 


directs intelligence agen¬ 
cies to conduct an assess¬ 
ment within 45 days after 
an election to report any 
meddling to the attorney 
general and Department 
of Homeland Security. The 
attorney general and De¬ 
partment of Homeland Se¬ 
curity then have another 
45 days to assess whether 
sanctions should be im¬ 
posed. "This clearly is a 
process put in place to try 
to assure that we are do¬ 
ing every possible thing we 
can, first of all, to prevent 
any interference with our 
elections, to report on any¬ 
thing we see between now 
and the election, but then 
to do a fullassessmentafter 
the election to assure the 
American people just ex¬ 
actly what may have hap¬ 
pened or may not have 
happened," Coats said. 
Sen. Marco Rubio, R-Fla., 
and Sen. Chris Van Hollen, 
D-Md., are pushing a bill 
that would prohibit foreign 
governments from pur¬ 
chasing election ads, us¬ 
ing social media to spread 
false information or disrupt¬ 
ing election infrastructure. 
They said Trump's order 
recognizes the threat, but 
doesn't go far enough. 

The ordergivesthe execu¬ 
tive branch the discretion 
to impose sanctions for 
election meddling, but the 


bill would spell out sanc¬ 
tions on key economic 
sectors of a country that 
interferes. Those backing 
the legislation say that un- 
derthe bill, a nation would 
know exactly what it would 
face if caught. 

Virginia Sen. Mark War¬ 


ner, ranking Democrat on 
the Senate intelligence 
committee, said the order 
leaves the president with 
broad discretion to decide 
whether to impose tough 
sanctions. "Unfortunately, 
President Trump demon¬ 
strated in Helsinki and else¬ 


where that he simply can¬ 
not be counted upon to 
stand up to (Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir) Putin when it 
matters," said Warner, who 
is sponsoring the bill. 

At a July 16 news confer¬ 
ence with Putin in Hel¬ 
sinki, Trump was asked if 
he would denounce what 
happened in 2016 and 
warn Putin never to do it 
again. Trump did not di¬ 
rectly answerthe question. 
Instead, he delivered a 
rambling response, includ¬ 
ing demands for investiga¬ 
tion of Hillary Clinton'semail 
server and his description 
of Putin's "extremely strong 
and powerful" denial of 
meddling. That drew out¬ 
rage from both Republican 
and Democrats. Mike Rog¬ 
ers, former director of the 
National Security Agency, 
said he thought Trump 
missed an opportunity in 
Helsinki to publicly scold 
Russia for meddling. Rog¬ 
ers said when he used to 
talk to Trump about the is¬ 
sue, Trump would often re¬ 
spond to him, saying "Mike, 
you know, I'm in a different 
place."Q

TALLAHASSEE, Ha. (AP) — 

Former President George 
W. Bush is quietly helping 
boost Republican candi¬ 
dates in placeswhere Pres¬ 
ident Donald Trump has 
struggled. In so doing, the 
former two-term president 
is raising his profile, ever so 
slightly, in the national poli¬ 
tics he eschewed for years. 
On Wednesday, Bush held 
an event in Fort Worth, Tex¬ 
as, for Republican Rep. Will 
Hurd in a congressional dis¬ 
trict Trump lost in 2016. On 
Friday, Bush is set to appear 
in Florida, which Trump nar¬ 
rowly carried in 2016, on 
behalf of Gov. Rick Scott in 
the state’s expensive Sen¬ 
ate race. 

Former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush, who will also attend 
the Scott event, said in an 
email that his brother "is 
helping Senate candidates 
a cross the country." 

These events are a focal 
part of Bush's re-emer¬ 
gence in national politics 
ahead before the Nov. 6 
election that will help de¬ 
termine control of Con¬ 
gress. 

Another former president, 
Barack Obama, also has 
come off the political side- 
linesforthe upcoming mid¬ 
terms. 

Both parties have much 
at stake. Democrats want 
to capitalize on Trump un¬ 
popularity and gain the 23 
seats they need to regain 
a majority in the House a nd 
launch investigations of the 
administration and, poten¬ 
tially, impeachment hear¬ 
ings. 

Republicans are increas¬ 
ingly concerned about 
their ability to fend off Dem¬ 
ocrats aiming to retake the 
Senate and win complete 
control of Congress. 

The presence of Trump 


looms large over the elec¬ 
tions He has pledged to 
campaign as many days 
as possible to help Repub¬ 
licans defend their ma¬ 
jorities, including in Texas, 
where Republican Sen. Ted 
Cruz is defending his seat 
against a strong challenge 
from Democratic Rep. Beto 
O'Rourke. 

The president has dem¬ 
onstrated that with one 
Tweet, he can sway the for¬ 
tunes of Republicans who 
dare cross him. That puts 
Republican candidates in 
places where voters don't 
love Trump in sticky posi¬ 
tions 

So Bush is stepping in, offi¬ 
cials in Washington, Florida 
and Texas said. Doing so 
could help with voters such 
asindependentsand wom¬ 
en who want Congress to 
stay in Republican hands. 
"We're beyond grateful 
that President Bush is help¬ 
ing in the fight to keep the 
House," said MattGorman, 


spokesman for the House 
Republicans' campaign 
committee. "His support of 
accomplished members 
like Will Hurd are critical to 
oureffort." 

The GOP chairman in Flor¬ 
ida, Blaise Ingoglia, said 
Bush will be a "plus" for 
Scott's bid to defeat the 
Democratic incumbent, Bill 
Nelson. 

"There are still plenty of 
people in the state of Flor¬ 
ida who love and admire 
President Bush," Ingoglia 
said. 

It’s not Bush's first move 
back toward national poli¬ 
tics. 

Bush re-emerged with a 
message that echoed with 
politics at the Sept. 1 fu¬ 
neral of Arizona Sen. John 
McCain in Washington. 
The late senator had asked 
Bush and Obama to give 
eulogies. 

Trump wasn’t invited to the 
service and his name was 
rarely mentioned in the 


speeches, but collectively 
the ceremony was seen as 
a rebuke by official Wash¬ 
ington of his divisive ap¬ 
proach to the presidency. 
“John's voice will always 
come as a whisper over 
ourshoulden We are better 
than this. America is better 
than this," Bush said from 
the pulpit of Washington 
National Cathedral. 

The Bush family has long 
had a complicated rela¬ 
tionship with Trump. 

During the 2016Republican 
presidential nomination, 
Trump said Jeb Bush was 
"low energy" and argued 
that George W. Bush had 
failed to keep the nation 
safe after the attacks of 
Sept. 11,2001. Trump didn't 
attend the funeral this year 
of Barbara Bush, the wife 
and motherofformerpresi- 
dents. First lady Melania 
Trump attended. 

Both Hurd and Scott have 
tried to distance them¬ 
selves from Trump. 


A former CIA agent, Hurd 
criticized Trump in a New 
York Times op-ed in July af- 
terthe president's deferen¬ 
tial news conference with 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin after their meeting in 
Helsinki. Trump, Hurd wrote, 
was guilty of a "failure to 
defend the United States 
intelligence community's 
unanimous conclusions" 
that Russia meddled in the 
2016 election. 

"His standing idle on the 
world stage while a Rus¬ 
sian dictator spouted lies 
confused many but should 
concern all Americans," 
Hurd wrote. "By playing into 
Vladimir Putin's hands, the 
leaderof the free world ac¬ 
tively participated in a Rus¬ 
sian disinformation cam¬ 
paign that legitimized Rus¬ 
sian denial and weakened 
the credibility of the United 
States to both our friends 
and foesabroad." 

Trump urged Scott to run 
against Nelson, but Scott 
has publicly kept his dis¬ 
tance from the president. 
In April, Scott skipped a 
Trump discussion of the tax- 
cut package in South Flori¬ 
da, heading out of state to 
raise money for his Senate 
campaign instead. 

In late July, Scott traveled 
on Air Force One with the 
president when he visited 
Florida. 

But the governor skipped 
Trump's campaign rally 
held in Tampa, opting in¬ 
stead to hold a fundraiser 
in nearby Clearwater. 

The governor split with 
Trump over the administra¬ 
tion's policy of separating 
families at the border but 
did notsharplycriticize the 
president. Instead, he sent 
a letter to federal authori¬ 
ties calling for an immedi¬ 
ate end to the policy and 
demanded that state offi¬ 
cials be told a bout children 
brought into Flo rid a.□ 
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Police: Teen fatally stabs love 
rival at Detroit-a tea school

WARREN, Mich. (AP) — A 

17-year-old Michigan high 
school student could be 
facing a murder charge 
after police say she fatally 
stabbed a classmate over 
a guy whom both had dat¬ 
ed. 

Warren Police Commission¬ 
er William Dwyer said the 
deadly clash between the 
two "straight-A students" 
took place in a Fitzger¬ 
ald High School classroom 
Wednesday morning. A 
school resource officer im¬ 
mediately began life-sav¬ 
ing procedures, but the 
16-year-old victim was pro¬ 
nounced dead at a hos¬ 
pital about an hour later. 
Dwyer said the teenage 
suspect used a steak knife. 


“This is truly a tragedy. ... 
This appears to be an al¬ 
tercation between two stu¬ 
dents and we're investigat¬ 
ing to determine why this 
occurred,” Dwyer said. 
Dwyer said the girls knew 
each other and had no 
history of trouble. He told 
The Associated Press the 
suspect was upset and dis¬ 
turbed when the male stu¬ 
dent broke up with herand 
started dating the victim, 
leading to her attacking 
her love rival. 

The suspect was taken into 
custody at the scene, and 
is being held at the police 
department lockup un¬ 
til the arraignment, which 
could happen Thursday. 
Dwyer said the suspect will 


probably be charged with 
premeditated murder in 
the city's district court. 

It wasn't immediately clear 
if the suspect has an at¬ 
torney, though she can 
request one at her initial 
hearing. Michigan prose¬ 
cute s 17-ye a r-o Id s a s a d u Its 
in homicide cases. 

The victim was on the 
school robotics team, stu¬ 
dent council, ran cross 
country and played in the 
marching band, Dwyer 
said. 

The school was initially 
placed on lockdown but 
students were later re¬ 
leased. 

The district said in a state¬ 
ment that the high school 
will remain closed Thurs¬ 


day, but that students and 
their parents can come 
during normal school hours 
for support and assistance 
from counselors, psycholo¬ 
gists and social workers. 
School officials say they are 
working with police and 
conducting an internal re¬ 
view that includes safety 


procedures. 

Dwyer said the school re¬ 
source officer, who had 
been with the department 
for 10 years, "did every¬ 
thing he could to save that 
young girl.” 

"He's taking it very hard 
that he wasn't able to save 
her life,” Dwyer said.Q

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— A place name deemed 
offensive to Alaska Natives 
who live there is being 
stricken from the municipal 
code of a small town in 
western Alaska after local 
officials took official action. 
The section of Bethel long 
known as Lousetown was 
noted in the municipal 
code since 2001, despite 
itsconnotationsof parasitic 
lice. 

The nickname will be 
removed after the Bethel 
City Council agreed it 
should be stricken and the 
area renamed EastAvenue 
forthe road traversing that 
part of the town of about 
6 , 000 . 


The issue emerged when 
City Council member 
Thor Williams introduced 
a proposed ordinance 
seeking to change the 
code to require visible 
addresses on buildings 
throughout the city, 
including Lousetown. 

The ordinance, including 
the call to rename 
Lousetown, was approved 
by a 6-0 vote at Tuesday's 
City Council meeting. 

"It'sa positive improvement 
within our community," 
Williams said Wednesday. 
"And it will be known as 
East Avenue from now 
on instead of known as a 
deplorable word.” 

The word louse means 
an unpleasant or 
contemptible person, it's 


also the singular term for 
lice — the parasitic insect 
known for infesting human 
hair. 

Williams doesn't know 
why or when the area got 
the name as a common 
reference to that part of 
town, even though there 
are no signs there with the 
name Lousetown. No one 
eIse seemsto kno w the o rig in 
of the nickname, although 
historian Jo Antonson 
said lice infestations were 
a perennial problem in 
western Alaska in the past. 
East Avenue is better than 
Lousetown, said 79-year- 
old Bea Kristovich, who 
lived there in her youth. But 
she wasamong localswho 
thoughtthe area should be 
called one ofvariousYup'ik 


Eskimo names, so she's not 
a fan of the new name. 
"That's not the right thing 
to do," she said of the 
change. “I don’t think I like 


it.” 

It's a change traditional 
chief Louie Andrew, who 
lives in that section, can 
live with. □

SAN DIEGO (AP) — More 
than 16,000 families were 
apprehended at the bor¬ 
der in August, authorities 
said Wednesday, a dra¬ 
matic increase from previ¬ 
ous months that the Trump 
administration blamed 
on legal loopholes and a 
reversal of a widely de¬ 
nounced policy that sepa¬ 
rated parentsand children 
at the border. 

"The number of family arriv¬ 
als rea c hed 15,955, a sha rp 
increase fromj uly that Cus- 
tomsand Bonder Protection 
Commissioner Kevin McA- 
leenan said was one of the 
highest on record. Families 
accounted for more than 
one-third people who were 
stopped atthe border. 

He called the increase "a 
direct response to gaps in 
the legal framework," add¬ 
ing, "we're not surprised by 
it, but it's been a very stark 
trend." 

Overall, people arrested or 
stopped atthe border to¬ 
taled 46,560, up 17 percent 
from 39,953 in J uly and up 
52 percent from 30,567 in 
August 2017. Arrests have 
risen from July to August 
in four of the previous five 
years, indicating seasonal 
factors may be an influ¬ 
ence. 

The number of people ar¬ 
riving as families increased 
30 percent from J uly to Au¬ 
gust, outpacing the overall 
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increase. 

The numbersoffera glimpse 
into the impact of the 
Trump administration's "zero 
tolerance" policy on ille¬ 
gal crossings introduced in 
April, which resulted in the 
separation of more than 
2,500 children from their 
parents President Donald 
Trump effectively ended 
the practice of separating 
families in J une amid heavy 
critic ism. 

With the midterm elections 
looming and immigration a 


key issue in congressional 
races across the country, 
McAleenan, a Trump ap¬ 
pointee, called the situa¬ 
tion "a crisis of significant 
proportions from a humani¬ 
tarian perspective and a 
security perspective." 

The arrest tally is also the 
latest reminder of how bor¬ 
der crossings have shifted 
over the last decade from 
predominantly Mexican 
men to Central American 
families and children. 

The Border Patrol, which 


polices official ports of en¬ 
try, made 37,544 arrests in 
August, including 12,774 of 
people who came asfami- 
lies and 4,396 children trav¬ 
eling alone. 

Another 9,016 were 
stopped elsewhere, includ¬ 
ing 3,181 who came as 
families and 376 as unac¬ 
companied children. 

Last week, the Trump ad¬ 
ministration moved to 
abandon a longstanding 
court settlement that limits 
how long immigrant chil¬ 


dren can be kept locked 
up, proposing new regula¬ 
tions that would allow the 
government to detain fam¬ 
ilies until their immigration 
casesare decided. 
Administration officiaIs said 
that ending the so-called 
Flores agreement of 1997 
will speed up the handling 
of asylum requests while 
also deterring people from 
illegally crossing the border. 
The move angered immi¬ 
grant rightsadvocatesand 
isall but certain to triggera 
court battle. 

Borderarrestsare an imper¬ 
fect gauge of illegal cross¬ 
ings because they don't 
indicate how many people 
got away. 

Trump touted border ar¬ 
rests when they fell sharply 
during his first few months 
in office to less than 16,000 
in April 2017. The arrest tally 
rose in 11 of the following 
12 months, topping 50,000 
in March, April and May of 
this year. The administration 
said Tuesday that it will ex¬ 
pand its tent shelterfor im¬ 
migrant minors crossing the 
border to 3,800 beds and 
keep it open through the 
end of this year. The facil¬ 
ity at Tomillo, Texas, which 
originally opened with a 
360-bed capacity for 30 
days, is being expanded 
based on how many chil¬ 
dren are in the care of the 
U.S. Department of Health 
and Human ServicesQ 


NYC tD add nonbinaiy 'X 1 designation to birth certificates 


NEW YORK (AP) — People 
bom in New York City who 
don't identify as male orfe- 
male will have the option 
of changing their birth cer- 
tificatesto 'X" underlegisla¬ 
tion passed Wednesday by 
the City Council. 

The bill adopted by a 41-6 
vote will also allow parents 
to choose the "X" desig¬ 


nation for their newboms, 
and it will permit adults to 
changethe genderontheir 
birth certificates without an 
affidavit from a doctor or 
mental health professional. 
'Today is a historic day for 
New York in its role as a 
worldwide champion forin- 
clusivity and equality," said 
City Council Speaker Co¬ 


rey Johnson, a Democrat. 
"New Yorkers will no longer 
need a doctor's note to 
change their gender on 
their birth certificates, and 
will no longerbe treated as 
if their identity was a medi¬ 
cal issue." Johnson said 
it's important 'to show our 
constituents that we see 
them, we have their backs 


and we respect them for 
who they are."Carrie Davis, 
a transgender advocate 
who chaired an advisory 
board on the gendermark- 
erchange, called the legis¬ 
lation "exceptionally critical 
during this time of danger 
and uncertainty regard¬ 
ing health care and hu¬ 
man rights for transgender 
Americans at the national 
level." Some states includ¬ 
ing California, Oregon and 
Montana allow individuals 
to change the gender on 
their birth certificates with¬ 
out a note from a doctor, 
but it's unclear how many 
jurisdictions allow parents 
to select a nonbinary op¬ 
tion for their newboms. The 


option could be used by 
parents of intersex children 
or by parents who want 
their child to be able to 
choose a genderat a later 
date. Democratic Mayor 
Bill de Blasio is expected to 
sign the bill, which will go 
into effect J an. 1. 

Prior to 2014, New York¬ 
ers seeking to change the 
genderon their birth certifi¬ 
cates had to have under¬ 
gone gender confirmation 
surgery first.

DALLAS (AP) — Protesters 
condemning the shooting 
death of a black man in 
his Dallas apartment by a 
white off-duty police offi¬ 
cer disrupted a city coun¬ 
cil meeting Wednesday, 
prompting a recessto quell 
the outbursts. 

Mayor Mike Rawlings tem¬ 
porarily halted the pro¬ 
ceedings as dozens of 
demonstrators chanted 
"No justice, no peace" and 
people in the crowd re¬ 
peatedly interrupted coun¬ 
cil disc ussions by angrily de¬ 
nouncing city and police 
offic ia Is 

Protest leaders said they 
want the city to establish 
a civilian board to review 
police conduct and that it 
be given the powerto sub¬ 
poena. 

"It must have teeth. It must 
have subpoena power. It 
must be able to hold these 
police officers account¬ 
able for what they do," 
said demonstrator Olinka 
Green. "Because if we were 
to do the same thing, you 
guarantee we'd be locked 
up tight." 

Demonstrators expressed 
their anger over the death 
Thursday of 26-year-old Bo¬ 
tham Jean, who was shot 
after the officer says she 
mistook Jean's apartment 
forherown. 

Police used "pepper balls" 
on some of about 200 pro¬ 
testers at a demonstration 
on Monday. "The next day, 
Police Chief U. Renee Hall 
criticized the use of the pro¬ 
jectiles and ordered police 
investigators to conduct a 


review of the matter. 
Pepper balls, which usually 
contain the chemical in 
pepper spray, should only 
be used if there is an imme¬ 
diate threat to the public 
or if a commander at the 
scene calls for them to be 
used, Hall said. The projec¬ 
tiles irritate the nose and 
eyes. 

Ha II sa id she wa nts to meet 
with protest leaders to "ad¬ 
dress the ire once ms." 
Monday's demonstration, 
which began outside Dal¬ 
las police headquarters, 
came a day after officer 
Amber Guyger was ar¬ 
rested on a manslaugh¬ 
ter charge in the death of 
J ean. She was released on 
bond. 

The latest protest followed 
some initial praise from 
community leaders about 
how Dallas officials han¬ 
dled the aftermath of the 
shooting. Police acknowl¬ 
edged within hoursthatthe 
officer made a mistake, 
turned over the investiga¬ 
tion to independent state 
authorities and reached 
out to the J ean'sfamily. 

J ean grew up in the Carib¬ 
bean island nation of Saint 
Lucia before attending col¬ 
lege in Arkansas. He gradu¬ 
ated from Harding Univer¬ 
sity in 2016 and had been 
working foraccounting firm 
PwC. 

Attorneys for Jean's fam¬ 
ily have criticized the offi¬ 
cer's account of the shoot¬ 
ing, saying it contradicted 
state me nts from neighbors. 
The officer's description 
of what happened was 
included in an arrest affi¬ 


davit prepared by a Texas 
Rangerand released Mon¬ 
day, shortly afterthe district 
attorney announced that 
the case would be present¬ 
ed to a grand jury, which 
could decide on more se¬ 
rious charges than man¬ 
slaughter. 

Benjamin Crump, an attor¬ 
ney for J ean's family, said 
Monday thatthe affidavit is 
'Very self-serving." Lee Mer¬ 
ritt, who also represents the 
family, called it an attempt 
to "condone what hap¬ 
pened, give hera break." 
Guyger, a four-year vet¬ 
eran of the police force, 
told investigators that she 
had just ended a 15-hour 
shift Thursday when she 
returned in uniform to the 
South Side Flats apartment 
complex. She parked on 
the fourth floor, instead of 
the third, where she lived, 
according to the affidavit, 
possibly suggesting that 
she was confused or disori¬ 
ented. 

When she put herkey in the 
apartment door, which was 
unlocked and slightly ajar, 
it opened, the affidavit 
said. Inside, the lights were 
off, and she saw a figure 
in the darkness that cast a 
large silhouette across the 
room, according to the of¬ 
ficers account. 

The officer told police that 
she concluded her apart¬ 
ment was being burglar¬ 
ized and gave verbal com¬ 
mands to the person, who 
ignored them. She then 
drew herweapon and fired 
twice, the affidavit said. 

She called 911 and, when 
asked where she was, re¬ 


turned to the front door to 
see she was in the wrong 
unit, according to the affi¬ 
davit. Authorities have not 
released the 911 tapes 
The Dallas County medical 
examiner's office said J ean 
died of a gunshot wound 
to the chest. His death was 
ruled a homicide. 

Menitt said Monday that 
two independent witnesses 
have told him they heard 
knocking on the door in the 
hallway before the shoot¬ 
ing. He said one witness re¬ 
ported hearing a woman's 
voice saying, "Let me in! 
Let me in!"Then they heard 
gunshots, after which one 
witness said she heard a 
man's voice say, 'Oh my 
GodiWhydid youdothat?" 
Menitt said he believes 
those were Jean's last 
words 

DallasCounty District Attor¬ 
ney Faith J ohnson empha¬ 
sized that her office was 
conducting its own probe, 
in addition to the investiga¬ 


tion by the Texas Rangers. 
She will have the option 
of presenting more serious 
charges to the grand jury. 
It's not clear if Guyger has 
an attorney. 

Guyger's blood was drawn 
at the scene to be tested 
for alcohol and drugs, ac¬ 
cording to Hall, but au¬ 
thorities have not released 
results.Q 
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EU lawmakers move to punish Hungary overrule of law

BRUSSELS (AP)- Hungarian 
Prime Minister Viktor Orb an 
suffered a rare political set¬ 
back Wednesday as Eu¬ 
ropean Union lawmakers 
voted to pursue unprec¬ 
edented action against 
his government for alleg¬ 
edly undermining the bloc's 
democratic values and 
rule of law. Hungary called 
the action fraudulent and 
vowed to challenge it. 
Despite the official rebuke, 
Orban is showing no signs 
of compromise. 

While he seeks to keep his 
ruling Fidesz party within 
the conservative European 
People's Party, or EPP, the 
largest and most powerful 
group in the European as¬ 
sembly, its possible ouster 
may push him closer to 
other far-right groups in 
Europe, like the national¬ 
ist Alternative for Germany 
(AfD) or France's National 
Rally led by Marine le Pen. 
The lawmakers voted 448- 
197 infavorofa report rec¬ 
ommending the launch of 
a so-called Article 7 proce¬ 
dure, which could lead to 
the suspension of Hungary's 
EU voting rights. Needing a 
two-thirds majority to pass, 
it was approved by 69.4 
percent of the lawmakers. 
Foryears, Orban had been 
able to deflect much of the 
international condemna¬ 
tion aimed at him. Critics 
say Hungary's electoral sys¬ 
tem favors the governing 
parties; media freedoms 
and judicial independence 
are dwindling; corruption 
and the enrichment of Or¬ 
ban a Hies with EU and state 
funds are on the rise; asy¬ 
lum-seekers and refugees 
are mistreated; and there 
are efforts to limit the ac¬ 
tivities of nongovernmental 
organizations. 

While Orban occasionally 
made minor amendments 
to disputed laws and poli¬ 
cies to appease the EU, 
the essence of his efforts 
to centralize power within 
his own ever-expanding of¬ 
fice ha snot really changed 
since he returned to gov¬ 
ernment in 2010 with a two- 
thirds majority. Hungary 
quickly adopted a new 
constitution following eight 
calamitous years of Social¬ 


ist Party governments that 
led the country to the brink 
of bankruptcy. 

"Orban will continue to rep¬ 
resent the hard-line policies 
sliding toward an authori¬ 
tarian regime, as until now," 
said Andras Biro-Nagy, co¬ 
director of Policy Solutions, 
a political research institute 
in Budapest. "Should he exit 
the EPP, he may believe 
that he has an even freer 
hand to bring increasingly 
restrictive policies which 
constrict the democratic 
environment." 

Hungarian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Peter Szijjarto, echoing 
Orban's longtime position 
that allowed him to win a 
third consecutive term in 
April, called the vote "petty 
revenge" against Hungary 
for its tough anti-migrant 
polic ies. 

'This decision condemn¬ 
ing Hungary and the Hun¬ 
garian people was made 
because we Hungarians 
have demonstrated that 
migration is not a necessary 
processand that migration 
can be stopped," Szijjarto 
said in Budapest. 

On Orban's orders, fences 
were built in 2015 on Hun¬ 
gary's southern borders 
with Serbia and Croatia to 
divert the flow of migrants, 
and the country has ad¬ 
opted increasingly restric¬ 
tive asylum rules. 

Orban has framed the mi¬ 


gration issue, which he 
predicts will be the main 
theme of European elec¬ 
tions next year, as one that 
goes beyond party lines 
He met with Italian Interior 
Minister Mateo Salvini last 
month in Milan. He referred 
to Salvini, the leaderof the 
right-wing League party 
and a staunch opponent 
of migration, as his "hero." 

If Orban and his Fidesz party 
a re o usted fro m the EPP, he 
is likely to lookto strengthen 
his links to the far-right in Eu¬ 
rope. For now, Orban says 
he does not want to leave 
the EPP but simply reform it 
into a party opposing mi¬ 
gration. 

'Orban will invest even 
more energies than until 
now to build a 'Plan B' with 
the extreme-right leaders 
in Europe, from Salvini to 
Le Pen to Germany's AfD," 
said Biro-Nagy. 'Orban's 
true friends a re no longer in 
the EPP; his true friends a re 
in the European extreme- 
right." 

Hungary claimed its de¬ 
feat in the European Par¬ 
liament involved "massive 
fraud" since 48 abstentions 
weren't counted in the final 
tally, which made it easier 
to reach the needed ma¬ 
jority. Szijjarto said Hungary 
was considering legal op¬ 
tions to appeal the result. 
However, according to 
Article 354 of the Lisbon 


Treaty, reforms adopted in 
2007 after the EU expand¬ 
ed from 15 to 27 members, 
'for the purposes of Article 
7 of the Treaty on European 
Union, the European Parlia¬ 
ment shall act by a two- 
thirds majority of the votes 
cast.""This would seemingly 
exclude abstentions from 
the ta lly. 

Orban's critics and oppo¬ 
nents were elated by the 
outcome. J udith Sargentini, 
who presented the report 
prepared by the European 
Parliament's Committee on 
Civil Liberties, Justice and 
Home Affairs, called it "a 
historic result for Hungarian 
and for European citizens." 
'Viktor Orban's govern¬ 
ment has been leading the 
charge against European 
values by silencing inde¬ 
pendent media, replacing 
critical judges, and putting 
academia on a leash,"Sar¬ 
gentini said. 'The Hungar¬ 
ian people deserve better. 
They deserve freedom of 
speech, non-discrimina¬ 
tion, tolerance, justice and 
equality, all of which are 
enshrined in the European 
treaties." 

Several NGOs targeted 
by the Orban government 
with restrictive rules — in¬ 
cluding a special tax on 
activities considered as 
promoting immigration and 
the criminalization of the 
aiding of asylum-seekers 


and refugees — also hailed 
the vote. 

"We welcome the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament's decision 
to defend the rule of law 
and confront the Hungar¬ 
ian government's attempts 
to shut down civil society 
and independent voices in 
the media and academia," 
said Heather Grabbe, di¬ 
rector of the Open Society 
European Policy Institute. 
"MEPs across the political 
spectrum have taken a 
historic stand in defending 
the EU'sdemocratic values 
and the rights of its citizens." 
Grabbe's organization is 
part of the Open Society 
Foundations set up by Hun- 
garian-American billionaire 
and philanthropist George 
Soros, an ideological oppo¬ 
nent of Orban and blamed 
by the Hungarian leader 
for promoting mass immi¬ 
gration into Europe. Soros 
repeatedly has denied the 
allegations 

The Hungarian Helsinki 
Committee, which offers 
legal aid to asylum seek¬ 
ers and refugees and has 
been a frequent target of 
Orban's criticism, said the 
EU vote "has made it clear 
that illiberal democracy is 
against the core values of 
the European Union." 

Even EPP leader Manfred 
Weber, who earlier was 
supportive of Orban and is 
seeking to become the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission presi¬ 
dent next year, said he had 
voted for triggering Article 
7. 

"I have always been in fa- 
vorof building bridges and 
I want to continue to do so, 
but yesterday (Tuesday) 

I didn't see any readiness 
from the Hungarian PM 
to make a move towards 
his EU partners and ad¬ 
dress our concerns," Weber 
tweeted. 

While Weber had urged 
him to show a willingness 
to compromise on some is¬ 
sues, Orban said his polic ies 
wouldn't change. 

"I have nothing to compro¬ 
mise about since the ques- 
tionsthey objected to were 
decided by the Hungarian 
people," Orban said Tues¬ 
day in Strasbourg, France, 
after the debate on Hun¬ 
gary. 'There is nothing to 
talkabout.'O

— A cartoon of Serena Wil¬ 
liams that has been widely 
condemned asa racistde- 
piction of the tennis great 
has been partially reprint¬ 
ed on the front page of the 
Melbourne-based newspa- 
perthat initially published it. 
The Herald Sun newspaper 
printed an edited portion 
of the cartoon — featur¬ 
ing 23-time G ra nd Sla m 
winner Williams jumping 
on a broken racket during 
her dispute with a chair 
umpire in the U.S. Open fi¬ 
nal — among caricatures 
of other famous people 
Wednesday under the 
headline 'Welcome to the 
PC World." 

"fhe newspaper, which has 
Australia's largest circula¬ 
tion, has defended its car¬ 
toonist Mark Knight'sdepic- 
tion of Williams and is as¬ 
serting thatthe condemna¬ 
tion, which has come from 
around the world, is driven 
by political correctness. 

"If the self-appointed cen¬ 
sors of Mark Knig ht get their 
way on his Serena Williams 
cartoon, ournew politically 
correct life will be very dull 
indeed,"the papersaid on 
its front page. 

Williams has won the Aus¬ 
tralian Open singles title 
seven times at Melbourne 
Park, including in 2017 
when she was pregnant. 
She is a crowd favorite at 
the first tennis major of the 
year, which is held each 
J anuary at a venue that is 
within sight of the Herald 
Sun's headquarters. 

In comments published by 
NewsCorp., Knight said he 
created the cartoon after 
watching Williams' 'tan¬ 
trum" during her U.S. Open 
final loss to Naomi Osaka 
on Saturday and thatitwas 
designed to illustrate "her 
poor behavior on the day, 
not about race." 


Knight reportedly has dis¬ 
abled his Twitter account 
afterhispost of the cartoon 
attracted tens of thou¬ 
sands of comments, mostly 
c ritic a I. 

During the final against 
O sa ka, Willia ms g ot a wa m- 
ing from the chair umpire 
for violating a rarely en¬ 
forced rule against receiv¬ 
ing coaching from the side¬ 
lines. An indignant Williams 
emphatically defended 
herself, denying she had 
cheated. A short time later, 
she smashed her racket in 
frustration and wasdocked 
a point. She protested and 
demanded an apology 
from the umpire, who pe¬ 
nalized hera game. 

Critics of Knight's cartoon 
described it as a clear ex¬ 
ample of a stereotype fac¬ 
ing black women, depict¬ 
ing Williams as an irate, 
hulking, big-mouthed black 
woman jumping up and 
down on a broken racket. 
The umpire was shown tell¬ 


ing a blond, slender wom¬ 
an — meant to be Osaka, 
who is Japanese and Hai¬ 
tian — 'Can you just let her 
win?" 

"I wasdeeply offended.This 
is not a joke," sa id Va nessa 
K. De Luca, former editor- 
in-chief of Essence maga¬ 
zine, who wrote a column 
about the U.S. Open furor. 
The cartoonist "completely 
missed the point of why 
she was upset," De Luca 
told "The Associated Press. 
"It was about her integrity, 
and anybody who doesn't 
getthat is perpetuating the 
erasure thatso many black 
women feel when they are 
trying to speak up forthem- 
selves It's like our opinions 
don't matter." 

In a social media post, Pe¬ 
ter Blunden, managing di¬ 
rector of News Corp.'s op¬ 
erations in the state of Vic¬ 
toria, said: "Australia'sfinest 
cartoonist Mark Knight has 
the strongest support of his 
colleaguesforhisdepiction 


of Serena Williams' petu¬ 
lance. It's about bad be¬ 
havior, certainly not race. 
The PC brigade are wayoff 
the mark... again." 

This isn't the first time a car¬ 
toon in a NewsCorp. news¬ 
paper has drawn allega¬ 
tions of racism. In 2009, civil 
rights leaders and others 
criticized a New York Post 
cartoon that some inter¬ 
preted ascomparing Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama to a 
violent chimpanzee. 

In Britain, where fiercely 
competitive tabloids often 
trade in sensationalism, 
Rupert Murdoch-owned 
newspapershave been ac¬ 
cused of sexism, racism and 
xenophobia overthe years. 
Lastyeara former editor of 
the Murdoch-owned Sun, 
Kelvin MacKenzie, quit as 
a contributor to the tab¬ 
loid after writing a column 
comparing a soccerplayer 
with part-Nigerian heritage 
to a gorilla. 

Many yea rsof outrage over 


articles and cartoons did lit¬ 
tle to hurt Murdoch's pow¬ 
er over British politics and 
media, though his papers' 
underhanded practices 
did. Murdoch was forced 
to shut down the 168-year- 
old tabloid News of the 
World in 2011 after the rev¬ 
elation that its employees 
had eavesdropped on 
the phone voice mails of 
celebrities, politicians and 
crime victims 

Australian indigenous play¬ 
wright and actress Nakkiah 
Lui tweeted in response 
to the front page, saying 
the Herald Sun needed to 
"chill." 

"Freedom of speech 
doesn't mean freedom 
a hove c ritic ism," she sa id. 
'What we have is a bunch 
of people who get paid to 
publicly exercise their im¬ 
plied freedom to speech 
then whining when people 
disagree with what they 
have had the privilege 
of being paid to say," she 
added. 

Australian writer Maxine 
Beneba Clarke said she 
believed the front page 
demonstrated a "misunder¬ 
standing" of the criticism 
leveled at the cartoon. 

"I think it's really interesting 
thatthe Herald Sun has not 
included really any other 
caricatures or cartoons of 
black people — either Ab¬ 
original people or African- 
American people, black 
people of any descent," 
Clarke, who is of Afro-Ca- 
ribbean descent, told Aus¬ 
tralian Broadcasting Corp. 
Cartoonist Paul Snetti, a 
friend of Knight, said car¬ 
tooning was under threat 
from political correctness, 
and the Herald Sun front 
page "spelt out exactly 
where we are at this point." 
"Political correctness is re¬ 
ally all about censoring, it's 
about being bullied into 
conforming to a view of the 
world," he said.Q

western Syria should not 
take 3 million people hos¬ 
tages They added thatthe 
expected attack by Syrian 
troops on Idlib province 
would make other battles 
in the country look minor, 
"fhe U.N. Commission of 
Inquiry said government 
forces earned out three 
chemical weaponsattacks 
in Syria and that violence 
displaced the largest num¬ 
ber of people the year, the 
largest since the conflict 
began in 2011. 

Itwamed thatan attackon 
Idlib "with little regard for ci¬ 
vilian life would generate a 
catastrophic human rights 
and humanitarian crisis." 
It called on parties to the 
conflict to protect civilians, 
asrequired by international 
humanitarian law. 
Government forces have 
been massing troops on 
the edge of Idlib in prepa¬ 
ration for an offensive on 
the last major rebel strong¬ 
hold in Syria. 

Government bombard¬ 
ment of Idlib has dropped 
asof Tuesday afterdaysof 
stepped up bombing cam¬ 
paign against the Syrian 
opposition's last bastion in 
the country. 

A summit between Russia, 
Turkey, and Iran on Friday 


failed to bring about a set¬ 
tlement. Iran and Russia are 
main backers of the gov¬ 
ernment while Turkey backs 
the opposition. 

"Idlib should not become 
the next massacre, the fi¬ 
nal massacre in the bat¬ 
tles in Syria and common 
sense now needs to pre¬ 
vail," Commissioner Hanny 
Mega lly told reporters after 
the release of the report. 
The civilian population 
"should not be held hos¬ 
tage to a waron terror." 
U.N. Special Envoy to Syria 
Staffan de Mistura said last 
month that 10,000 al-Qai- 
da-linked fighters and their 


families are located in the 
densely populated region, 
which is now home to 2.9 
million people. Many of 
those have been displaced 
from other parts of Syria in 
recent years. 

Commission Chair Paulo 
Pinheiro said the presence 
of 3 million civilians in the 
area is "something that has 
to move the powers in¬ 
volved in the decision." 

'You are fighting 10,000 
armed people, terrorists, 
and the 3 million popula¬ 
tion will be the price to 
fight," said Pinheiro. "Of 
course we don't have any¬ 
thing a gainst fighting terror¬ 


ists but something hasto be 
done to protect the rights 
of the 3 million people and 
(including) 1 million chil¬ 
dren." "All the other disas¬ 
ters would be minor events 
compared to what can 
happen in Id lib," he said. 
The inquiry blamed the 
government for chlorine 
gas attacks during its of¬ 
fensive on eastern suburbs 
of the capital Damascus 
known as eastern Ghouta 
and on Idlib aswell. 

'To recapture eastern Gh¬ 
outa in April, government 
forces launched numerous 
indiscriminate attacks in 
densely populated civilian 


areas, which included the 
use of chemical weapons," 
the report said. 

It said in the Idlib attack, 
government helicopters 
dropped at least two bar¬ 
rels carrying chlorine pay- 
loads in the Taleel area 
nearthe town of Saraqeb. 
The eastern Ghouta attack 
occurred in Douma. 

'The Commission con¬ 
cludes that, on these two 
occasions, government 
forces and/or affiliated mi¬ 
litias committed the war 
crimes of using prohibited 
weapons and launching 
indiscriminate attacks in 
civilian populated areas in 
eastern Ghouta,"itsaid. 

It said the Douma attacks 
occurred on Jan. 22 and 
Feb. 1. The report added 
that "specifically, the mu¬ 
nitions documented were 
built around industrially 
produced Iranian artillery 
rockets known to have 
been supplied to forces 
commanded by the Gov¬ 
ernment of the Syrian Arab 
Republic." 

The U.S., Britain and France 
launched a missile attack 
in April to punish President 
Bashar Assad for another 
chlorine attack that they 
blamed the government. 
The White House warned 
Assad last week that if he 
chooses to use chemical 
weapons in the offensive 
against Idlib, the U.S. and 
its allies "will respond swiftly 
and appropriately.'O 


Cambodian prime minislersays 'let us fix ourown problems'

Cambodian Prime Minister 
Hun Sen slammed criticism 
by outsiders of political is¬ 
sues in the Mekong region, 


saying Wednesday that 
the countries should be al¬ 
lowed to solve their own 
problems. 

Speaking at a World Eco¬ 
nomic Forum gathering 
in Hanoi, Hun Sen heat¬ 
edly defended Myanmar 
against accusations its 
security forces have en¬ 
gaged in genocide against 
itsRohingya minority. 

Hun Sen said other coun- 
triesdo not understand the 
problems that Myanmar 
and itsneighborsface. 

'The situation in Myanmar is 
more seriousbecause it has 
been accused of geno¬ 
cide, but do those who 


might accuse them know 
about Myanmar and do 
they know how to solve the 
situation up there?"he said, 
as he sat on the stage with 
Myanmar's leader, Nobel 
Peace Prize laureate Aung 
San Suu Kyi, and leaders 
from Vietnam, Laos and 
Thailand. 

Cambodia's one-party leg¬ 
islature confirmed Hun Sen 
for another five-year term 
last week, cementing his 
status as one of the world's 
longest-serving leaders. 

The 66-year-old Hun Sen 
has been in power for 33 
years and declared before 
the election that he intend¬ 


ed to serve two more terms 
Speaking vehemently at 
the end of a day of semi¬ 
nars and speeches fo¬ 
cused on economic and 
development issues, he 
said Vietnam and Laos, 
with their communist, one- 
party governments, and 
Thailand's military-led gov¬ 
ernment should be allowed 
to be "peaceful politically." 
Governments in Europe 
and elsewhere should not 
try to impose conditio ns on 
them, he said. 'The coun¬ 
tries that do not know our 
countries, please leave us 
to solve our problems for 
ourselves," he said.Q

KAPOETA, South Sudan 
(AP) — Stained with mud, 
the 8-year-old traces her 
fingers over the infected 
wound on her elbow. "It's 
hard work digging and the 
shovel is heavy. I just want 
to be in school," Losika Los¬ 
epio said. 

Standing in a gold mine 
outside the South Sudan 
town of Kapoeta, the girl 
says she digs pits and sifts 
through soil daily so that her 
family can sell gold to buy 
food. Sometimes she works 
so late that she sleep sin the 
mines overnight, she said. 
South Sudan'sfive-yearciv- 
il war has devastated the 
economy, fueling child la- 
borin some ofthe country's 
most impoverished regions 
Mineral-rich yet exception¬ 
ally poor, Kapoeta state 
has been plagued by se¬ 
vere hunger during the 
conflict. Losepio's father 
can't afford to educate all 
nine of his kids so he sends 
four to school and keeps 
the others back to work in 
the mines The youngest is5 
years old. 

On a visit last month, the 
AP saw dozensof haggard 
children working in an ar¬ 
tisanal mine 20 kilometers 
(12 miles) outside Kapoeta 
town as well as children 
doing other hard labor 
throughout the city. Small 
boys pushed wheelbarrows 
stacked with jerry cans of 
water along uneven dirt 
roads, while others sold 
secondhand clothes in a 
ma ke shift ma rket under the 
scorching sun. 

More than 600 children, 
mostly between 8 and 12, 


are estimated to be work¬ 
ing in a range of industries 
in Kapoeta including min¬ 
ing, retail and hospitality, 
according to the govern¬ 
ment, which has called 
the situation "urgent" and 
compounded by general 
ignorance and neglect in 
the community. 

"The number of children 
working is increasing day 
by day ... People don't 
care how old or young a 
child is," Jennifer Edward, 
minister for humanitarian 
and gender in Kapoeta 
state, told The Associated 
Press. 

"Local businessmen use 
kids to sell commodities 
for them in exchange for 
food," said Josephine Mo- 
dong, a local aid worker. 
According to the Interna¬ 
tional Labor Organization, 
a U.N. agency focused 


on setting labor standards 
and policies, a child is not 
allowed to work below a 
country's minimum legal 
age, which is 15 in most na¬ 
tions. Some less developed 
countries such as South Su¬ 
dan have a minimum work¬ 
ing age of 14 oryounger. 
Hazardous work such as 
mining, however, which 
falls under the category of 
"worstformsofchild labor," 
can't be carried out until 
a person turns 18, the ILO 
says. 

While South Sudan's gov¬ 
ernment doesn't have 
countrywide statistics on 
child workers, it maintains 
that the problem isn't "cat¬ 
astrophic" and that em¬ 
ployers abide by interna¬ 
tional la ws, sa id M a ry Hilla ry 
Wani, undersecretary for 
the ministry of labor. 

She wasn't aware, howev¬ 


er, that children were work¬ 
ing in mines anywhere in 
the country. 

Kapoeta's government 
said it is trying to crack 
down on the issue by rais¬ 
ing awareness and advo¬ 
cating for children to stay 
in school, but that chang¬ 
ing mindsets will take time. 
At least one local organi¬ 
zation is attempting to get 
children out of the work¬ 
force and into classrooms 
Tenyearsago,the U.S.-bom 
Gregory McClerkin helped 
found Hope4Sudan , a pri¬ 
mary school supported by 
a Pentecostal church back 
home that provides free 
education for children as 
well as room and board for 
those in need. More than 
200 children are registered 
including street kids and 
formerchild laborers. 

"I wanted to help by bring¬ 


ing education and knowl¬ 
edge to a darkplace," Mc¬ 
Clerkin told the AP. 

Titus Lopir was 8 when he 
began washing dishes at a 
hotel in Kapoeta town. For 
two years the child worked 
daily without pay in ex¬ 
change for food and shel¬ 
ter, lighting the fire in the 
kitchen at night, cooking 
for the staff and cleaning 
up after customers while 
eating the scraps off their 
plates 

"It was hard but I had no 
choice," said the boy, who 
lost hismotherwhen he was 
younger and never knew 
his father. Now 12, he's 
been in and out of class at 
the boarding schoolfortwo 
years, often disappearing 
for months to make mon¬ 
ey selling stolen phones or 
secondhand clothes. 
Staring at the floor, the boy 
says he wants to stay put 
and study to be a doctor. 
"It'sbetterto be in school," 
he said. "We can leam 
to help ourselves and our 
community."0 
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Months of deadly unnest devastate Nicaragua's economy

LEON, Nicaragua (AP) — 

Two days after protests be¬ 
gan in Nicaragua in April, a 
foreign auto components 
company was meeting at 
a hotel in the city of Leon 
when smoke from a burn¬ 
ing university building just 
a block away billowed 
above the hotel's colon¬ 
naded courtyard. 

The visitors quickly cut 
short their event and be¬ 
gan changing their travel 
plans to exit Nicaragua. 
Within three months, the El 
Convento hotel itself was 
forced to close for lack of 
business, as a sister hotel in 
the same city had in J une. 
Nicaragua's economy has 
been devastated by the 
nearly five months of un¬ 
rest spa rked by c uts to so- 
cial security benefits that 
quickly evolved into calls 
for President Daniel Ortega 
to step down. 

In J une, the country's eco¬ 
nomic activity was down 
12.1 percent compared to 
a yea readier, according to 
the central bank. Econo¬ 
mists estimate 200,000 jobs 
have been shed, including 
as many as 70,000 in the 
tourism sector, which has 
become Nicaragua's top 
source of foreign currency 
in the pa st two yea rs. 
Revenue athotelsand res¬ 
taurants plunged 45 per¬ 
cent in J une compared to 
2017, according to Nicara¬ 
gua's centra I bank. Similar¬ 
ly, construction suffered a 
35 percent drop and retail 
27 percent. Some $900 mil¬ 
lion in deposits fled Nicara¬ 
gua's banks. fhey respond¬ 
ed by tightening their lend¬ 
ing to preserve liquidity, 
thusalso contributed to the 
economic slowdown. 
Nicaraguan Union of Ag¬ 
ricultural Producers says 
more than 12,000 acres of 
private land have been 
occupied by government 
supporters in what business 
leaders have called confis¬ 
cations in revenge fortheir 
support of the protesters. 
The producers say 91 per¬ 
cent of the land occupied 
by squatters was used for 
fanning and livestock. 
Victor Hugo Sevilla, the 


general manager of both 
Leon hotels, continues 
checking email, but said 
"I haven't gotten any re¬ 
quests from foreigners for 
reservations. We have re¬ 
ceived five, maybe eight, 
rate inquiries from domes¬ 
tic (travelers), but no firm 
reservations." 

Leon, Nicaragua'ssecond- 
largest city, was among 
the places where protests 
and roadblocks were most 
intense. From the begin¬ 
ning, those protests were 
met with violence from riot 
police and civilian govern¬ 
ment supporters. In July, 
they violently cleared the 
roadblocks and ran pro¬ 
testing students off occu¬ 
pied university campuses. 
More than 300 people 
have been killed in the un¬ 
rest, according to human 
rights groups The govern¬ 
ment calls the protesters 
"te mo lists" and says it de¬ 
feated an attempt to drive 
Ortega from office that 
was sponsored by the U.S. 
government and domestic 
opposition, including some 
in the private sector. 

Ortega conceded this 
month that the roadblocks 
and unrest have cost the 
country jobs. In an interview 
with Spanish news agency 
EFE, he said domestic tour¬ 
ism was starting to return, 
but "where there has been 
more of a problem is in at¬ 


tracting international tour¬ 
ism, because this situation 
tendsto repel the tourists" 
A major factor has been 
thatthe countries that send 
Nicaragua's big-spending 
foreign tourists, including 
the U.S., Canada, Spain 
and England, issued travel 
warnings urging their citi¬ 
zens to avoid travel to Ni¬ 
caragua. 

Majorairiinessuch asAmer- 
ican and United cut their 
flights to Managua from 
three per day to one. Spir¬ 
it, Delta and other earners 
trimmed theirflightsaswell, 
said Jose Adan Aguerri, 
president of the Superior 
Council for Private Enter¬ 
prise. 

The council, which is Ni¬ 
caragua's main business 
chamber, joined the call 
fora national strike Sept. 7. 
The Civic Alliance, formed 
to represent a broad swath 
of Nicaraguan society in a 
stalled dialogue with the 
government, said the strike 
aimed to push the govern¬ 
ment back to dialogue 
and to protest the arrest of 
alliance membersand oth- 
erpolitical prisoners. 

The country's primary tour¬ 
ist destinations like the co¬ 
lonial gem Granada and 
the Pacific coast surfer 
paradise San Juan del Sur 
began feeling the conse¬ 
quences of the unrest al¬ 
most immediately. Hotels

and restaurants cut back 
hours, then days and even¬ 
tually closed completely. 
Foryears, Ortega enjoyed a 
re la tive ly sta b le re la tio nsh ip 
with private business. Since 
returning to power in 2007, 
the one-time Marxist rebel 
commander had softened 
hisviewsand largely left Ni¬ 
caragua's private sectorto 
do what it wanted. 

The relationship was criti¬ 
cized by some as a tacit 
agreement to keep the 
country's business elites out 
of politics. In an interview 
in July with Venezuela's 
Telesur network, Ortega 
said his understanding with 
Nicaragua's private sector 
had been strictly economic 
and not political. 

In April, however, the coun¬ 
try's business interests, 
caught off guard by the so¬ 
cial security system chang¬ 
es, quickly joined the op¬ 
position. As the social and 
political crisis deepened, 
the private sector became 
increasingly outspoken in 
calling for Ortega to move 
up elections. 

Mario Arana, director of 
the Nicaragua Association 
of Producers and Exporters 
and a former head of the 
central bank, said the pri¬ 
vate sector decided to get 
more involved when stu¬ 
dent protesters we re killed. 
"When there was an over¬ 
reaction here to a civil, 


peaceful protest by the 
students, where people 
began to lose their lives, 
society suffered a social ex¬ 
plosion where the private 
sector aligned with the 
people," he said. "The pri¬ 
vate sectoriscommitted to 
trying to find a negotiated 
exit from the crisis." 

Juan Sebastian Chamorro, 
who leadsthe Nicaraguan 
Foundation for Economic 
and Social Development, 
said the government has 
shown signsthat it recogniz¬ 
es the severity of the eco¬ 
nomic impact. It has issued 
new debt, adjusted rulesto 
tighten the selling of dollars 
and cut public spending 
as it forecasts a 10 percent 
drop in tax revenue. 
Whether a ny of that will be 
enough to stop the econo¬ 
my's slide is doubtful unless 
it's accompanied by a po¬ 
litical solution that restores 
stability, experts said. 
Foryears Leon had been at 
best a day trip for foreign 
tourists beginning to ex¬ 
plore better-known Grana¬ 
da or San J uan del Sur. But 
the city had worked hard 
to get attention and Art 
Collection Hotels had bet 
on its prospects by open¬ 
ing its second hotel, La Re- 
coleccion, in 2017. 

"We had high expectations 
for this year," said Sevilla, 
the managerofthe closed 
hotels. 

He had 113 employees be¬ 
tween the two properties 
They were able to suspend 
67, which will enable them 
to come back without los¬ 
ing any benefitsof seniority, 
but the rest were laid off. 
He has remained in touch 
with some of the workers 
Those still a round a re ta king 
whatever work they can 
find, but he estimated at 
least half left the country, 
with most of those seeking 
tourism sector jobs in Costa 
Rica. 

The hotels have 190 reser¬ 
vations for November — 
the start of the high season 
— but that's less than half 
what they had in Novem¬ 
ber last year. Still, he hopes 
they can start working their 
way back again in Octo¬ 
ber.

The father is some¬ 
where on Aruba, still illegal and 
the kids ended up at their grand¬ 
mother, living all in one bedroom 
house." So for the last 6 years, the 
foundation has been taking care 
of them: school, foster care, court, 
police and so on, and this year 
they accepted them in Imeldahoff 
and the two girls in Casa Cuna, 
both children's homes "It's not me 
only, but we are a team of volun- 
teersworking in ourneighborhood.

Day and Father's Day, they orga¬ 
nize a Christmas program for Cas 
Marie (home for demented elder¬ 
ly) and they have organized a kids 
choir and kids camps, a children 
program, help cancer patients 
and so on.

At this moment theirfo- 
cusisto supportchildren that have 
one of their pa rents died ofcancer 
and the foundation is taking care 
of two now. "We are also helping 
a teenagerthatsuffersfrom a very 
rare disease and he couldn't con¬ 
tinue with his study for this reason. 
Yesterday his sister told me that 
he wants to be a Barista, and the 
Foundation decided helping him 
paying for his course."

"Years ago, I would say 
that Rafa and Roger went 
too fa rfrom him, you know?

It's truly incredible 
when you think about it. I 
watched him win one of his 
first Wimbledon champion¬ 
ships, and I grew up play¬ 
ing and thinking that one 
day I'll be able to do what 


he does," Djokovic said. 
"To actually be here, it's a 
dream come true." 

Agassi, who finished with 
eight majors, and Sampras 
used to credit each with 
making the other better. 
Same goes for the Big 3 of 
today (with all due respect 
to Andy Murray, he of the 
three majorsplustwo Olym¬ 
pic singles gold medals, it 
really isn't a Big 4). 

"Maybe 10 years ago, I 
would say I'm not so happy 
to be part of this era with 
Nadal and Federer. Actual¬ 
ly, today I am. I really am. I 
feel like these guys, rivalries 
with these guys, matches 
with Federer and Nadal, 


have made me the player 
I am, have shaped me into 
the player I am today," 
Djokovic said, his shiny silver 
U.S. Open trophy resting 
a few feet away. "I have 
utmost respect for what 
they have achieved on the 
court, but also the cham¬ 
pions, role models, they 
are off the court. I think we 
have pushed each otherto 
the limit every time we get 
to play each other.

Bettman tells AP: NHL in mediation on concussion lawsuit

Commissioner Gary Bett¬ 
man downplayed the sig¬ 
nificance of entering medi-

ation with former players in 
a bid to settle a concussion 
lawsuit, saying Tuesday the 
league is simply following a 
judge'sorder. 

"The judge asked us to 


go into mediation and so 
we're complying with the 
judge's request," Bettman 
told The Associated Press. 
He said he had nothing to 
add when asked if there 
has been progress, and 
Bettman reiterated the 
NHL'sposition on the lawsuit 
hasn'tchanged, by saying: 
"We also think the lawsuit 
doesn't have merit." 
Bettman spoke to the AP 
while attending the NHL of¬ 
ficials training camp in Buf¬ 
falo, New York. 

Stuart Davidson, one of 
the attorneys representing 
the players, disputed Bett¬ 
man's assertion on the mer- 
itsof the lawsuit, while con¬ 
firming the two sides were 
asked to enter mediation 
by U.S. DistrictJ udge Susan 
Richard Nelson in Minne¬ 


sota. "While we obviously 
disagree with the Commis¬ 
sioners views on the merits 
of these important cases, 
and continue to work very 
hard to obtain justice for 
our clients, the commis¬ 
sioner is correct that J udge 
Nelson requested that the 
parties try to work out their 
differences with a media¬ 
tor, if they are able," David¬ 
son wrote in an email. 

More than 100 former play¬ 
ers are part of the lawsuit 
in accusing the NHL of fail¬ 
ing to better prevent head 
trauma or warn players of 
such risks while promoting 
vio lent p la y that led to their 
injuries. In July, Nelson de¬ 
nied a bid for class-action 
status, which would have 
created one group of all 
living former NHL players 


and one group of all retired 
players diagnosed with a 
neurological disease, disor¬ 
der or condition. Had they 
succeeded, more than 
5,000 former players would 
have been allowed to join 
the case. 

On another matter, Bet¬ 
tman said the league's 
board of governors meet¬ 
ing in Decemberisthe ear¬ 
liest the NHL will have an 
opportunity to approve a 
bid to expand into Seattle. 
The vote will take place 
after the expansion group 
meetswith the league'sex- 
ecutive committee on Oct.

Got $1,100? Apple shows off its most expensive iPhone yet

CUPERTINO, California (AP) 

— Apple unveiled three 
new iPhones on Wednes¬ 
day, including its biggest 
and most expensive model 
yet, as the company seeks 
to widen the product's ap¬ 
peal amid slowing sales. 
CEO lim Cook showed off 
the Apple XS, which has 
a bigger screen than the 
one on last year's dramati¬ 
cally designed model, the 
iPhone X. It'll cost about 
$1,000. A bigger version 
will be called the iPhone 
XS Max, which looks to be 
about the size ofthe iPhone 
8 Plus, though the screen 
size is much larger. This one 
will cost almost $1,100, top¬ 
ping last year's iPhone X, 
which at $1,000 seemed 
jaw-dropping atthe time. 
As with the iPhone X, the 
new phone has a screen 
that runs from edge to 
edge, an effort to maximize 
the display without making 
the phone too awkward to 
hold. The screen needs no 
backlight, so black would 
appear as truly black rath- 
erthan simply dark. 

This even-bigger iPhone,

on Sept. 21 — with orders 
open the week before 
— represents Apple's at¬ 
tempt to feed consumers' 
appetite for increasingly 
larger screens as they rely 
on smartphones to watch 
and record video, as well 
as take photos wherever 


they are. 

The iPhone X a Iso got rid of 
the home button to make 
room for more screen and 
introduced facial-recogni¬ 
tion technology to unlock 
the device. 

By making more expensive 
iPhones, Apple has been 
able to boost its profits de¬ 


spite waning demand as 
people upgrade phones 
less frequently. IPhones 
fetched an average price 
of $724 during the April- 
June period, a nearly 20 
percent increase from a 
yea readier. 

Apple also showed off a 
cheaperiPhone, called the 


iPhone XR. It has a tradi¬ 
tional, lower-quality screen 
and an aluminum body; it's 
physically smaller than the 
iPhone 8 Plus but hasa big¬ 
ger sc reen. It'll cost roughly 
$750 and come outon Oc¬ 
tober 26. Apple also said 
that its next major update 
to its iOS operating system 
will come next Tuesday, fol¬ 
lowed a week later by a 
Mac software update. 
Woridwide smartphone 
sales grew just 2 percent 
during the second quarter 
of 2018, according to the 
research firm Gartner Inc. 
During that period, which 
is typically slow for Apple, 
China's Huawei Technolo¬ 
gies surpassed Apple as 
the second-largest seller 
of smartphones based 
on Gartner's calculations 
Samsung remained in the 
lead. 

Apple also announced up¬ 
dates that push its Apple 
Watch further into medi¬ 
cal device territory. It hasa 
larger sc reen and a built-in 
heart sensor that the com¬ 
pany said can detect ir¬ 
regular heart rates and 
perform an electrocardio¬ 
gram. □ 


From music to news, EU moves to piotec tonline copyright

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Euro¬ 
pea n Union wants to shake 
up the way internet com¬ 
panies handle media, e- 
books, digital music, news 
articles and other content 
posted online by better 
protecting the rights of the 
authors and creators. 

EU lawmakers voted to 
back a report that has 
proved controversial and 
seen celebrities weigh in. 
Beatles member Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney recently wrote an 
open letter to the lawmak¬ 
ers to encourage them to 
back the new rules, while 
former Fugees frontman 
Wyclef Jean has publicly 
opposed it. 

Among other things, the 
report calls for automatic 
filters of uploaded content 
that would identify copy¬ 
righted material. To give 
the new system teeth, it 
would also make online 


publishing platforms liable 
forcopyright infringement. 
German lawmaker Axel 
Voss, who chaperoned the 
report through the assem¬ 
bly, said the vote "isa good 
sign for the creative indus¬ 
tries in Europe."The chang¬ 
es must still be endorsed by 
EU member states. 

Media companies and 


publishers say the chang¬ 
es would help them get 
paid for their work. But op¬ 
ponents say they are too 
hard to put into effect, and 
might lead to filtering or 
even greater control over 
the internet. 

They also fearthatthe new 
rules would effectively ban 
parodies and viral internet 


"memes" that are often 
based on or inspired by 
existing songs or movies or 
other content. 

Voss said the text con¬ 
tains provisions to ensure 
that copyright law can 
be respected without lim¬ 
iting freedom of expres¬ 
sion. Wikipedia and open 
source software platforms 
would not be affected. 

'We have addressed con¬ 
cerns raised about inno¬ 
vation by excluding small 
and micro platforms or ag¬ 
gregators from the scope," 
Voss said. "I am convinced 
that once the dust has set¬ 
tled, the internet will be as 
free as it is today, creators 
and journalists will be earn¬ 
ing a fairer share ofthe rev¬ 
enues generated by their 
works, and we will be won¬ 
dering whatallthe fusswas 
about." 

The European Magazine 
Media Association praised 
the move as "a great day 


for the independent press 
and for democracy," say¬ 
ing it would modernize the 
rules without stifling online 
competition. 

But the Computer and 
Communications Industry 
Association said it would 
"undermine free expression 
online and access to infor¬ 
mation." 

McCartney and many oth¬ 
er musicians had backed 
the proposals, saying it 
would help them eam rev¬ 
enue that otherwise would 
have gone to the domi¬ 
nant tech companies. 

But others like Jean have 
rejected it, saying that 
working with internet plat¬ 
forms is a bigger financial 
opportunity than threat for 
musical artists. World Wide 
Web inventor Tim Bemers- 
Lee and Wikipedia founder 
J immy Wales have said the 
changeswould lead to au¬ 
tomated surveillance and

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

income of a median U.S. 
household rose for a third 
straight year in 2017, boost¬ 
ed by a rise in the number 
of Americans with full-time, 
year-round jobs 
The Census Bureau said 
Wednesday that incomes 
for a typical household, 
adjusted for inflation, rose 
1.8 percent, from $60,309 in 
2016 to $61,372. Yet house¬ 
holds are still earning es¬ 
sentia lly the sa me that they 
did in 2007 just before the 
Great Recession, Census 
said. Their inflation-adjust¬ 
ed median income remains 
below the record fora typi¬ 
cal household — $62,000 
reached in 1999. 

The figures suggest that the 
nation's very low unem¬ 
ployment rate — 3.9 per¬ 
cent— is forcing businesses 
to convert more part-time 
workers to full-time sta¬ 
tus. And with unemployed 
workers scarce, companies 
are hiring more people who 
previously weren't looking 
for work. During 2017, the 
unemployment rate aver¬ 
aged 4.4 percent, the low¬ 
est level in 17 years 


At the same time, the data 
underscores the lasting 
damage the Great Reces 
sion did to the majority of 
American families Incomes 
for the median household 
fell for five years after the 
recession began in late 
2007, then recovered very 
slowly until 2015. That year, 
median household income 
jumped 5.1 percent, fol¬ 
lowed by a 3.1 percent 


gain in 2016. 

The median is the point at 
which half the households 
are below and half are 
above. In can be a more 
telling measure than the 
average, which is distorted 
by extremely high incomes 
among the wealthiest 
households 

Despite a third straight in¬ 
come gain for a typical 
household, some measures 


of inequality worsened in 
2017, in some cases after 
having improved during 
the previous two years. In¬ 
come growth, forexample, 
was strongest for the rich¬ 
est 5 percent of Americans, 
increasing 3 percent to 
$237,034. For the poorest 
one-fifth of the population, 
income increased just 0.5 
percent. 

Last year, "well-wom pat¬ 


terns of inequality re- 
emerged, with stronger 
growth at the top," said 
Elise Gould, a senior econ¬ 
omist at the Economic Pol¬ 
icy Institute, a liberal think 
tank. 'While any reduc¬ 
tion in poverty or increase 
in income is a step in the 
right direction, most fami¬ 
lies have just barely made 
up the ground lostoverthe 
pastdecade." 

The income gap between 
black and white house- 
holdsalso widened, though 
Latinos narrowed their gap 
with whites The median 
income fora white house¬ 
hold rose 2.6 percent to 
$68,145 even as the me¬ 
dian for African-American 
households slipped 0.2 
percent to $40,258. Latino 
household incomes, how¬ 
ever, jumped 3.7 percent 
to $50,486. Asian house¬ 
holds remain the wealthi¬ 
est, with a median income 
of $81,331, though thatwas 
2.2 percent lower than in 
2016. Lastyear, the number 
of people with jobs rose by 
1.7 million, the Census re¬ 
port said. And the number 
of workers with full-time per¬ 
manent jobs increased 2.4 
million.Q 


US producer prices dip 
(XI percent in August

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
wholesale prices fell un¬ 
expectedly last month for 
the first time since February 
2017, pulled down by fall¬ 
ing p rices for transportation 
and warehousing services. 
The drop suggests that in¬ 
flationary pressuresmay be 
easing despite the strength 
of the U.S. economy. 

The Labor Department said 
Wednesday that its pro- 
ducerprice index— which 
measures inflation before it 
reaches consumers — fell 
0.1 percent in August after 
being flat in J uly. Producer 
prices were up 2.8 percent 
from August 2017. 

"Inflation pressures look 
modest for this late in an 


economic cycle," Chris 
Rupkey, chief financial 
economist at MUFG Union 
Bank, wrote in a research 
note. The American econ¬ 
omy is enjoying the sec¬ 
ond-longest expansion on 
record, having emerged 
from the Great Recession 
in J une 2009. 

Wholesale prices for ser¬ 
vices slid 0.1 percent last 
month; prices of goods 
were flat. Over the past 
year, goods prices for pro¬ 
ducers have risen 3.9 per¬ 
cent. 

Excluding volatile food and 
energy prices, so-called 
core wholesale inflation 
also slipped 0.1 percent 
from J uly but rose 2.3 per¬ 
cent from August 2017. 

The Labor Department re¬ 


leases its August consumer 
price index Thursday. Econ- 
omistsexpecta 2.8percent 
uptick in consumer prices 
from August 2017. 

The Federal Reserve, which 
wants to see annual infla¬ 
tion running at around 2

'Not a pretty sight: Hurricane Florence has experts worried

WASHINGTON (AP) — To 

whip up a monstrous storm 
like the one chugging for 
the Carolinas you need a 
handful of ingredients — 
and Florence hasthem all. 
Wanner than normal sea 
temperatures to add en¬ 
ergy and rain to a storm. 
Check. 

A wind pattern that allows 
a storm to get strong and 
stay strong. Check. 
Highersea levelsto make a 
storm surge worse. Check. 

A storm covering enormous 
area, to drench and lash 
more people. Check. 

And an unusual combina¬ 
tion of other weather sys¬ 
tems that are likely to stall 
Florence when it hits the 
Carolinas, allowing it to sit 
for days and dump huge 
a mounts of ra in. C hec k. 
'The longer it stays, the 
more wind, the more rain. 
That means the more trees 
that could fall, the more 
power outages," National 
Hurricane Center Director 
Ken Graham said. 

'This one really scares me," 
Graham said. "It's one of 
those situations where 
you're going to get heavy 
rain, catastrophic, life- 
threatening storm surge, 
and also the winds" 


The National Hurricane 
Center Tuesday afternoon 
increased its rainfall fore¬ 
cast to 15 to 25 inches of 
rain and 35 inches in iso¬ 
lated spots. But a comput¬ 
er simulation known as the 
European model predicts 
some places could get 45 
inches. Sound unlikely? It's 
the same model that ac¬ 
curately predicted that 
last year's Hurricane Har¬ 
vey, which also stalled over 
land, would drop 60inches. 
"It does look a bitsimilarto 
Harvey in a sense that it 


goes roaring into shore and 
then comes to a screech¬ 
ing stop," said MIT meteo¬ 
rology professor and hurri¬ 
cane expert Kerry Emanu¬ 
el. 'This is not a pretty sight." 
Florence is unusual in that 
it is aiming at the Carolinas 
from the east. Usually storms 
come to the Carolinasand 
mid-Atlantic from the south 
— and those usually curve 
safely out to sea. 

But a weather formation 
known as a high-pressure 
ridge is parked over the 
U.S. East coast, preventing 


Florence from doing the 
normal tum, said University 
of Miami hurricane expert 
Brian McNoldy. 

After Florence makes land¬ 
fall, that ridge, now over 
Washington and New York, 
will move east — but be 
replaced by another one 
forming over the Great 
Lakes that will likely keep 
the storm stuck, McNoldy 
said. 

Florence's path rema insun- 
certain. It may move a little 
north into Virginia ora little 
south into South Carolina. 


But it's such a large storm 
that the rain will keep com¬ 
ing down in the region no 
matter where it wanders. 
And with the Appalachian 
Mountains to the west, 
there could be flooding 
and mudslides, experts 
worry. 

Florence's large size — 
tropical storm force winds 
extend 170 miles from the 
center in all directions — 
means its fury will arrive 
long before the center of 
the storm comes ashore, 
Graham said. 

Some of Florence's behav¬ 
ior, both what has been 
seen so far and what ex¬ 
perts expect, show the in¬ 
fluence of climate change. 
Its expected sluggishness is 
becoming more common, 
possibly a result of climate 
change, said National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration climate sci¬ 
entist and hurricane expert 
Jim Kossin. The ocean wa¬ 
ters that Florence is trav¬ 
elling over are about 2.7 
degrees (1.5 degrees Cel¬ 
sius) warmer than normal, 
McNoldy said. Even normal 
wateriswarm enough fora 
storm to form there, but this 
addsto the storm'sfueland 
its ra infa II.

TORONTO (AP) — Lynda La 
Plante's 1980s British crime 
series "Widows" had a curi¬ 
ous hold of filmmaker Steve 
McQueen asa 13-year-old 
boy. 

The show was about a 
group of women who, af¬ 
ter their criminal husbands 
are killed, band togetherto 
pull off the raid their dead 
spouses had planned. The 
women were, to young 
McQueen growing up in 
London, doing what they 
were deemed not to be 
capable of. 

"Iwasa person at that time 
who wasdeemed notto be 
capable, as well, being a 
young black boy at school 
and having to fight my own 
battles of stereotypes and 
people assuming things 
about me because of my 
appearance," says Mc¬ 
Queen. "I could relate to 
those women. I was going 
through the same thing." 
More than three decades 
later, McQueen hasadapt- 
ed 'Widows" into his much 
anticipated follow-up to 
the best-picture winning 
"12 Years a Slave." While it 
preserves much of the origi¬ 
nal series, it also greatly ex¬ 
pands its scope, transports 
the story to Chicago and 
richly populates its urban 
landscape with a sterling 
cast of Viola Davis, Colin 


Farrell, Robert Duvall, Dan¬ 
iel Kaluuya, Liam Neeson 
and Brian Tyree Henry. 

For one of the foremost 
makers of what could be 
called art films, 'Widows," 
with a script he penned 
with Gillian Flynn ('Gone 
Girl'), is an unexpected 
tum into genre filmmaking. 
Before the film, which 20th 
Century Fox will release 
Nov. 16, made its premiere 
at the Toronto Internation¬ 
al Film Festival, McQueen 
spoke about the ambitions 


behind 'Widows." 

AP: 'Widows" might appear 
like a heist movie, but the 
genre seems like a mecha¬ 
nism for a complex inves¬ 
tigation into gender, race 
and politics 

McQUEEN: It's a roller 
coaster ride but it brings 
to the surface things that 
are very much there. It's 
what we know. When you 
think of the 70s, you think 
of "Chinatown" and 'The 
Godfather"' — I'm not com¬ 
paring my picture to those 


pictures at all — but these 
were real, gritty movies 
within a genre, and these 
were the biggest movies 
of their time. They brought 
the audience with them, 
as well as brought the so¬ 
phistication. They catered 
to the high and to the low. 

I don't think the re's any high 
and low. I think there are 
just good movies and bad 
movies, and that's it. 

AP: How did you choose 
the setting? 

McQUEEN: I wanted to 


channel Chicago in all its 
complexities. Chicago is 
such a rich environment. 
The whole cross section of 
that political base, it all fas¬ 
cinated me. I'm surprised 
there aren't much more 
movies made about it be¬ 
cause it's there for the tak¬ 
ing. It's like New York in the 
70s. I love that wonderful 
phrase, which is very Chica¬ 
goan and which might go 
backto Al Capone: "I gotta 
guy." It's all about getting 
something in a crafty way. 
"Igotta guy."Fantastic! 

AP: The world in your films, 
from "Hunger"' to "12 Years 
a Slave "to 'Widows," seems 
a mean and nasty place, 
where it takes just about 
killing yourself to keep your 
integrity. 

McQUEEN: They all deal 
with trying to defy one's 
environment that the char¬ 
acters find themselves in, 
and how do we transcend 
that environment. And right 
now the world is a bit of a 
dark place. It is a bit of a 
difficult environment to ex¬ 
ist in. It takes little sparks for 
usto keep ourhead above 
water. 

AP: Would you have want¬ 
ed your next film after "12 
Years a Slave" to come 
sooner than five years lat¬ 
er? 

McQUEEN: You mustn't for¬ 
get, I did three films in five 
years. □

LUKOVA, Czech Repub¬ 
lic (AP) — A 14th-century 
church in the Czech Re¬ 
public that was once in ru¬ 
ins is getting a new life from 
touristswho want to see the 
eerie visitors from beyond 
the grave. 

In 2012, art student Jakub 
Hadrava used St. George's 
Church in the village of Lu¬ 
kova as his canvas for his 
senior arts thesis. He filled 
the Catholic church's pews 
with ghostly figures, made 
from plaster casts of live 
models draped in white 
cloth. The effect is chilling. 
He called the work "My 


Mind." 

Word got out about the 
"ghost church" of the Czech 
Republic and in 2013 a vid- 
eographerpublished a styl¬ 
ized YouTube video featur¬ 
ing creepy music a nd mov¬ 
ie effects It was a hit and 
has almost 200,000 views 
Curiosity about the installa¬ 
tion hasbeen building, and 
there is now a website and 
mentions on travel web¬ 
sites. The church is open 
to the public on Saturday 
afternoons, when around 
150 people come to the 
"ghosts." 

Petr Koukl, caretaker of 
the ghost church, says that 
most people have a posi¬ 
tive reactionto the church's 


ghoulish guests. 

But "it's also true . we had 
two or three visitors that 
refused to enter," he said. 
'They peeked through the 
door, but didn't enter be¬ 
cause they didn't feel well 
about it." 

The church fell into disre- 
pairafterWorid Warllwhen 
the ethnic German parish- 
ionerswere expelled bythe 
Czechs. The church kept 
deteriorating through the 
late 1960s and was aban¬ 
doned after pieces of the 
ceiling began to fall during 
a funeral. 

The church, about 200 kilo¬ 
meters (125 miles) east of 
Prague, got a new roof in 
2017 mainly from 600,000 


koruna ($23,300) in dona¬ 
tions that the spooky spec¬ 
ters have brought in by 
visitors eager to take selfies 
a nd shoot video with them. 
A Mass is held annually in 


April at the ghost church 
to celebrate St. George's 
Day. Pictures online show 
the pews are packed on

on Earth

Predators are personal 
for Shane Black. He was 
hacked apart by one of 
the fearsome alien hunters 
in the first "Predator' 1 movie 
31 years ago and now re¬ 
turns to sit in the director's 
chair for the latest saga in 
the franchise. 

Ready for some payback, 
Shane? More importantly, 
will you oversee the de¬ 
struction of Predators or will 
you accidentally kill off the 
series, once and foraII? Ihe 
answer is a little of both. 
Only a definite article in the 
title separates the new 'The 
Predator " from the 1987 
debut "Predator' 1 starring 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
and clearly Black is trying 
to capture the spirit of the 
testosterone-fueled original 
with this one led by a dec¬ 
orated sniper played by 
Boyd Holbrook. Both flicks 
share a welcome winking 
humor. If anyone asks "Ev¬ 
erything OK back there?" 
you can be certain it's not. 
The first film featured car- 
toonishly masculine soldiers 
in the jungle of Central 
America tracking and be-

ing tracked by a huge and 
technologically advanced 
beast with dreadlocks, a 
face full of mandibles and 
the ability to both go invis¬ 
ible and humiliate arrogant 
prey. It echoed the horror 
of Vietnam and wasa clev- 
ercombination of "Rambo" 
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and "Alien" with humor 
that would make a locker 
room blush. (Black played 
the bespectacled Hawkins 
and wasa n early casualty.) 
Black has returned — with 
co-writer Fred Dekker—for 
another loud soldier-versus- 
Predator slice in an Ameri¬ 
can forest — well, actually, 
thanks, Canada! — but with 
some twists Although the 
filmmakers boast about a 
much-improved alien, the 
only noticeable update is 
the addition of their track¬ 
ing canines — that's right, 
"space dogs,"asone char¬ 
acter jokes. And this time 
the soldiers are all suffering 
from PT5D, along with other 
problems triggered by To- 
urette's syndrome, suicidal 
tendencies and opioid ad¬ 
diction. Viewers get plenty 
of decapitations, lynchings, 
head shotsand bowelscut 
open. 

Black's filmmaking is old- 
school, grounded in '80s 
humor, reveling at itsover- 
the-topness and often 
gleefully thumbing its nose 
at political correctness. 
That might be refreshing, 
but it a Iso can lead to ques¬ 
tionable decisions Like, is it 
necessary to set one of the 
battles — complete with 
assault weapons and ex¬ 
plosions — in an elemen¬ 
tary school? 

And is it wise to portray 
hurting soldiers this way? 


They've nicknamed them¬ 
selves 'The Loonies" and 
they are a foul-mouthed, 
messy wild bunch who met 
in group therapy. They're 
portrayed by Trevante 
Rhodes, Keegan-Michael 
Key, ThomasJ ane, Alfie Al¬ 
len and Augusta Aguilera, 
who all deliver a strange 
brew of toilet humor, clas¬ 
sic misogyny and aching 
vulnerability, but laughing 
at broken men and men¬ 
tal illness quickly grows un¬ 
comfortable. To make mat¬ 
ters even worse, another 
character has Asperger's 
syndrome, which is cynical¬ 
ly used as a plot point. Pro¬ 
fessional psychologists are 
not going to like this film. 
One change is the addition 
of some estrogen in the 
form of Olivia Munn, who 
plays not just a scientist but 
a huge one — "I heard you 
basically wrote the book 
on evolutionary biology," 
she's told by a guy in a 
white lab coat. In a matter 
of hours, she's gone from lit¬ 
erally shooting herself in the 
foot to blasting an assault 
weapon with aplomb. She 
actually manages to make 
the dialogue work, as does 
a thrilling Sterling K. Brown, 
whose CIA honcho posi¬ 
tively swaggers with flashes 
of pitch-dark humor. He 
steals the film from the os¬ 
tensible hero, Holbrook, 
who fails to sparkle. 


One welcome cameo isby 
J ake Busey, who playsa re¬ 
search scientist who studies 
Predators It's an inside joke: 
He's the son of Gary Busey, 
who played a government 
scientist in "Predator2"— so 
Black is keeping the part 
in the family. Plot-wise, to 
be honest, not much has 
changed either — a rag¬ 
tag group of soldiers face 
off against an alien hunt¬ 
er. Hardcore fans will wel¬ 
come the franchise's return 
but neutral observers may 
question why thiswascom- 
mitted to celluloid. 

"What am I looking at?" 
Munn's character asks 
about some data shown 
to her, but might as well be 
addressing the film's audi¬ 
ence. 

"It'sexactly whatyou think it 
is,"a scientist responds. 

The film created headlines 
after Munn flagged 20th 
Century Fox that a minor 
actor was a registered sex 
offender, meaning a real 
predator was in the mix. His 
scenes were soon cut, but, 
weirdly, she faced a back¬ 
lash . If there's ever a hero 
here, it's Munn: On film, as 
in real life, she's challenged 
the all-boys' network. 

But Black, who wrote 'The 
Last Action Hero" and sev¬ 
eral "Lethal Weapon" films, 
flounders, seeing hisgiftsas 
a director tested. Scenes 
are poorly knitted to¬ 
gether, especially toward 
the end. Time and tempo 
break down, as if the film 
were snapping apart at 
the seams. Ideas are of¬ 
fered — might Predator 
DNA be mixed with those 
of a human? Why do Pred¬ 
ators keep coming back 
to Earth? — but quickly 
abandoned. Some char¬ 
acters die in underwhelm¬ 
ing ways, as if the film stock 
ran out. At the end, Black 
somewhat arrogantly of¬ 
fers a clear springboard to 
a sequel. Whether anyone 
cares for it remains to be 
seen. 'The Predator,"a 20th 
Century Fox release, is rat¬ 
ed R by the Motion Picture 
Association of America for 
"strong bloody violence, 
language throughout and 
crude sexual references."

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A 

strange thing happened 
after Neil Armstrong and 
the Apollo 11 crew returned 
from the moon with lunar 
rocks: Many of the memen¬ 
tos given to every U.S. state 
vanished. Now, after years 
of sleuthing, a former NASA 
investigator is closing in 
on his goal of locating the 
wherea bouts of a II 50. 

In recent weeks, two of the 
rocks that disappeared af¬ 
ter the 1969 mission were 
located in Louisiana and 
Utah, leaving only New 
York and Delaware with 
unaccounted-for souvenirs. 
Attorney and moon rock 
hunter Joseph Gutheinz 
says it "blows his mind,"that 
the rocks were not carefully 
chronicled and saved by 
some of the states that re¬ 
ceived them. 

But he is hopeful the last 
two can be located before 
the 50th anniversary of the 
Apollo 11 mission next sum¬ 
mer. 

"It's a tangible piece of 
history," he said. "Neil Arm¬ 
strong's first mission ... was 
to reach down and grab 
some rocks and dust in 
case they needed to make 
an emergency takeoff." 
President Richard Nixon's 
administration presented 
the tiny lunar samples to 
all 50 states and 135 coun¬ 
tries, but few were officially 
recorded and most disap¬ 
peared, Gutheinz said. 

Each state got a tiny sam¬ 
ple encased in acrylic and 
mounted on a wooden 
plaque, along with the 


state flag. Some were 
placed in museums, while 
others went on display in 
state capitols. But almost 
no state entered them 
into archival records, and 
Gutheinz said many lost 
trackof them. 

When Gutheinz started 
leading the effort to find 
them in 2002, he estimates 
40 states had lost track of 


the rocks 

"I think part of it was, we 
honestly believed that go¬ 
ing back to the moon was 
going to be a regular oc¬ 
currence,"Gutheinz said. 
But there were only five 
more journeys before the 
last manned moon land¬ 
ing, Apollo 17, in 1972. 

Of the Apollo 11 rocks 
given to other countries, 
about 70 percent remain 
unaccounted for, he said, 
the U.S. government also 
sent out a second set of 
goodwill moon rocks to the 
states and other nations 
after the Apollo 17 mission, 
and many of those are 
missing a swell, he said. 
NASA did not track their 
whereabouts after giving 
them to the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration for distribution, said 
chief historian Bill Barry, but 
added the space agency 
would be happy to see 
them located. 

Gutheinz began his career 
asan investigatorforNASA, 
where he found illicit sellers 
asking millions for rocks on 


the black market. Authen¬ 
tic moon rocks are con¬ 
sidered national treasures 
and cannot legally be sold 
in the U.S., he said. 

He became aware while 
at NASA that the gifts to 
the stateswere missing, but 
only began his hunt after 
leaving the agency. 

Now a lawyer in the Hous¬ 
ton area, he's also a col¬ 
lege instructor who's enlist¬ 
ed the help of his students. 
The record their findings of 
the wherea bouts of the dis¬ 


covered moon gems in a 
database. 

Many of the Apollo 11 rocks 
have turned up in some un¬ 
expected places: with ex- 
govemors in West Virginia 
and Colorado, in a military- 
artifact storage building 
in Minnesota and with a 
former crab boat captain 
from TV's "Deadliest Catch" 
in Alaska. 

In New York, officials that 
oversee the state museum 
have no record of that 
state's Apollo 11 rock. In 
Delaware, the sample was 
stolen from its state muse¬ 
um on Sept. 22,1977. Police 
were contacted, but it was 
never found. 

The U.S. Virgin Islands ter¬ 
ritory, meanwhile, cannot 
confirm that they ever re¬ 
ceived a goodwill rock, 
though the University of the 
Virgin Islands later received 
Apollo 11 rocks for scientific 
research, said chief conser¬ 
vator] ulio Encamacion III. 

In other states, though 
Gutheinz has recently hit 
paydirt. The Advocate 
newspaperin Baton Rouge 
located Louisiana's Apol¬ 
lo 11 moon rock in early 
August after a call from 
Gutheinz. 

In Utah, the division of state 
history had no record of 
the sample, but The Associ¬ 
ated Press confirmed it was 
in storage at Salt Lake City's 
Clark Planetarium. 

Officials there may bring it 
out as part of celebrations 
recognizing the Apollo 
11 anniversary next year, 
something Gutheinz hopes 
to see everywhere. 

'The people of the world 
deserve this," he said. 'They 
deserve to see something 
thatourastronautsaccom- 
plished and be a part it.'□
